A source whose reliability is unknown stated that 
NATIONALIST PARTY 0? FUERTO RICO - NPPR leader JUANITA OJEDA had 
instructed Nationalist sympathizer SALVADOR GONZALEZ RIVERA of 
Santurce, Puerto Rico, to represent the MPER'at the commemorative 
exercisos held yearly at Utuado, Puerto Rico, on February 23rd, 

On February 23, 1936, ANCEL MARIO MARTINEZ, a Nationa- 
list from Utuado, was killed by police while attempting 
to assassinate the Chief of police of Utuado. On that 
same date, HIRAM ROSADO and ELIA3 BEAUCEAMP were killed 
by police after assassinating Chief of Police FRANCIS 
S. RIGGS at San Juan. February 23rd is exclusively a 
Nationalist commemorative day in honor of the three 
Nationalist "martyrs." 

Source stated further that another individual, whose 
identity was unknown to him, had also been instructed to be at 
Utuado on that date. Source was unable to state what type of 
commemorative exercises, if any, were planned for that day. 


Reference is made to the Weekly Intelligence Summaries 
dated November 30, 1955 and December 7, 1955, concerning a fund-

October 20', 1954, and that the Communist Party~of Puerto Rico 
had made it very cloar through words and deeds, that it be-' 
lieves in the process of convincing the masses of the necessity 
of obtaining national independence and establishing a social 
system that will net allow the exploitation of man by man, but 
that this political and social system will be established in 
Puerto Rico only if and when the majority of the people want it, 

GARCIA states under the heading, "Smith act in Puerto 
Rico," that the Government of the United States decided to act 
directly and openly in ordering the arrest and trial in the 
Federal District Court in Puerto Rico of the Smith Act defendants, 
that it decided by making an example of Puerto 'Rico to show the 
rest of Latin America how Communist, and other, opponents of 
imperialism should be dealt with. 

Under the heading of "Imperialism and Justice," GARCIA 
attacks the judicial system of Puerto Rico, pointing out that 
decisions of the Supreme Court 'of Puerto Rico can be reversed 
by the Circuit Court of Boston, and later by the U. S. Supreme 
Court, showing dependency of the Puerto Rican judicial system 
on the colonial power. 

GARCIA also attacks the method of selecting the Federal 
Grand Jury for Puerto Rico, stating that it is not representative 
of the entire Island of Puerto Rico, inasmuch as over 92% are 
selected from San Juan, And, further, that every member of the 
panol or jury list must be able to speak the English language.

NATIONALIST SPOKESMAN INSISTS 


INDEPENDENCE OP ISLAND UP TO 


UNITED NATIONS

United Nations, February 24 (By teletype)---A spokes- 
man for the Nationalist Party of Puerto ^ico insisted 
to-day that the independence of Puerto Rico is "a question 
of the United Nations”. 

JUAN CANCEL, aged 45, a resident of 177 Brook Avenue 
In the BronX|,and an unidentified womah were arrested 
night before last by the police when they paraded In 
front of the Un5ted Nations distributing pamphlets and 
carrying signs asking for the independence of Puerto Rico 
and liberty for political prisoners. Both are free on a 
$500 bail. 

CANCEL described his arrest as "a violation of the 
extraterritoriality of the United Nations” and an "abuse” 
of his civil rights. This version was denied by Miss DORIS 
EPPIN of the Central Press Administration of the United 
Nations, who declared that "the organization is not 
involved in the incident of the arrest of the Puerto Rican 
Nationalists". The official added that "this is a question 
for the New York police" and that she had heard that the 
prisoners were "blocking the entrance to the building of 
the General Assembly, 'lofc&ted on 46th Street and Franklin D. 
Roosevelt Avenue.

THREE STEFS 

The Nationalist spokesman demanded to-day that, 
according to the Charter, the United Nations do three 
things: (1) Recognize the independence of Puerto Rico; 

(2) Accept a Puerto ^ican representative in the United 
Nations; and (3) Order the release of all Puerto Rican 
political prisoners. 

CANCEL stated that the Nationalist movement has a 
great number of initiates in Puerto Rico and in the United 
States, but that they are intimidated by the possible 
political "persecutions of the federal authorities". 
Nevertheless, the Nationalist leader emphasized that the 
independence of the Island is being sought by legal and 
civic means. 

When asked If the Nationalist Party planned another 
"patriotic act" similar to the attempts on the life of the 
ex-President Harry S, Truman and on Congress In Washington 
in past years, if these efforts failed, CANCEL said that 
"he could not say" although he asserted that the authors 
of the said attacks went to the federal capital "of their 
own will" and riot”upon any countersign of the Nationalist 
Party."

SAEZ amphasized that in order for the Committee to 
be successful in its work, "Political parties, labor organiza- 
tions, and other civil organizations should take advantage of 
the opportunity to inform the committee of all violations of 
civil rights which ..■re taking place in Puerto Rico," and dis- 
cusses, "Some of the most outstanding violations of civil rights 
which are being committed in Puerto Rico," such as: 

"Commonwealth Law No, 53 * better known as the Gag law, 
the Puerto Rican copy of the infamous Smith A*t, made' 
to condemn citizens for the ideas which they may have, 
and which is, without a doubt, the .greatest threat to 
civil rights in our country, . 

"Freedom of the Press - An investigation should be made 
of the tactics being used to intimidate print shops in 
order to prevent them from printing in their shops 
organs which are opposed, to the Government, " 

Freedom from Fear - SAEZ attacked the Internal Security 
Squad of the Puerto Rican Police Department, which h6 
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described as "a political police force used by the 
Government to persecute the opposition," 

The Electoral Law - SAEZ asserted that this law should 
be studied and considered by the Committee, inasmuch 
as it does not guarantee the rights of minority parties 
to participate in elections, "because it requires, un- 
democratically, that in order for a party to register, 
it must present sworn petitions equal to ten percent 
of the votes cast for the majority party in the last 
elections 

United States laws which apply to Puerto Rico - SAEZ 
stated that the Committee should make a detailed study 
of the application to Puerto Rico of the Smith Act, 

"by virtue of which charges have been filed against 
eleven citizens, men and women, labor leaders, whose 
only crime is to express those ideas and attempt to 
convince the majority of the people that they should 
work for those principles in a democratic way." 

SAEZ also attacked "the HcCarran law, and other anti- 
democratic and repressive laws whose intent is to des- 
troy the rights of the people," and procedures in 
Federal Court in the English language, "in spite of the 
fact that our language is Spanish."

Since the admission of this inmate, 
reports have been given to the warden of this insti- 
tution on his condition. In regard to his physical 
condition, he was admitted with a marked edema in 
the feet and legs caused chiefly by a fungus in- 
fection and secondary infections. The said lesions 
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"on the feet and legs disappeared completely after 
treatment was given them. In regard to his 
general condition, we can consider it as good and 
adequate for the advanced age of the inmate . 

"Of all the previously stated, I wish to make 
it a matter of record that the mental condition 
continues to he completely the same as when he 
was admitted to this institution, and In regard 
to his physical condition, it has improved since 
he was placed in this hospital in March, 195^." 


B , MEMBERSHIP 

I. Absence of Formal Means of Iden t i f ica tlon 

No information has been received from any source 
indicating the issuance of membership cards or maintenance 
of membership lists by the NPPR in Puerto Rico at any time 
subsequent to the Nationalist uprising of October 30, 1950. 

No master list of members was recovered by the PRPD in searches 
of NPPR headquarters and homes of prominent Nationalists 
during November, 1950. The NPPR Constitution in effect at 
the time of the Nationalist uprising fails to state require- 
ments for membership in the NPPR or to define membership. 

The sworn statement of the then Secretary- -General of the 
NPPR made to Commonwealth authorities in November, 1950, 
reveals that it was not necessary for a person to take an 
oath of membership In order to attain a high rank in the 
NPPR.

The majority of reports used as a basis for this compilation 
were received from informants who have furnished reliable 
information in the past; from interviews with Nationalists ^ 
and from the PRPD. It should be noted that not all of these 
persons have participated in activities in furtherance of 
NPPR ideals and aims during the current period. Adherents 
listed total 236. 


The districts referred to in the list below are the 
seven Senatorial Districts in Puerto Rico which were used by 
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the NPPR as the framework for its organization prior to 
the October 30; 1950, uprising when the Party was last 
reported to he functioning in an organized fashion.

B. Puerto Rican Patriotic Ratification 


The December 6, 1955, issue of "El Imparcial", 

San Juan Spanish language daily newspaper, contained an article 
which noted that a recent meeting had been held in San Juan 
by 212 Independence Party of Puerto Rico followers discontented 
with the Independence Party directorate. According to the 
newspaper article, the dissident group organized a new entity 
which was named "Afirmacion Patriotica Puertorriqueno" (Puerto 
Rican Patriotic Ratification), which would dedicate itself to 
bring together all independence followers to fight for their 
ideals . 


The new organization, according to the article, is 
headed by JORGE LUIS LANDING and DAVID CURET CUEVAS. The 
newspaper "El Imparcial" on Page 6, Column 1, issue of January 
23* 1956, in an article entitled "PIP Dissidents Create New 
Group" and "El Mundo", Spanish language daily newspaper pub- 
lished in San Juan in an article appearing on Page 24, Column 
7, issue of January 23 , 4 1956, entitled "Disassociate from PIP - 
Pound Pro -Independence. ‘Group" noted that an entity under the 
name of ’Puerto Rican Patriotic Ratification" with the objective 
"to defend and propagate the ideals of independence for Puerto 
Rico by legal means" had been registered in the office of the 
Executive Secretary of Puerto Rico. 

On January 24, 1956, Mr. NICOLAS ALMIROTY, Assistant 
Secretary of State, Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, Department of

available to SA l I from public records an appli- 

cation dated January 20, 1956, filed with the Division of 
Corporations on that date for the creation of a "non-pecuniary 
profit" association to be named "Afirmacion Patriotica 
Puertorriqueno" with headquarters at 1000 Altos, Fernandez 
Juncos Avenue, Stop 15, Santurce, Puerto Rico. The organi- 
zation is to be of indefinite duration and has as its purpose 
"to defend and propagate the ideals of independence for 
Puerto Rico by legal means and to fight for the economic and 
social welfare of the working and rural classes of Puerto Rico. 

On F ebruary 27, 1956, Mr. ALMIROTY advised SA 

~1 that a certificate of incorporation as a 
"non-pecuniary profit" organization was issued to the 
organization on January 29, 1956. 

The petition notes that the organization is to 
have a Board of Directors consisting of 35 members and that 
the terms and conditions for admission to the Association 
are that the member "must believe in the ideal of independence 
for Puerto Rico and also in Democratic Government with full 
guarantee and protection to all social classes". The appli- 
cation notes that dues will be assessed of members in order 
to run the organization. 


Officers will be elected annually and convention 
of delegates from Municipal Chapters with notices of meetings 
to be issued 15 days prior to the date of convention. 

The application notes that the officials of the 
organization shall render an annual report to the convention 
and that the officers should believe in the ideals and 
principles of the association.

MARIA CAMPOS, who travels twice monthly from Ponce for this 
purpose .

ALBIZU CAMPOS IS SUFFERING FROM AN ATTACK OF 

PARALYSIS 
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San Juan (Special for SEMANARIO) — Albizu Campos, the President 
of the Nationalist party, imprisoned for attempting to over- 
throw the Government of Puerto Rico by means of force and 
violence, is suffering from a paralysis which prevents him 
from walking without crutches, according to information 
obtained in this city. 

For some time Albizu has been suffering from symptoms 
of the aforementioned illness, but it was not until recent 
months that the Nationalist leader was finally unable to use 
his legs, having to resort to the aid of crutches in order to 
be able to move. 

In New York, an editor of SEMANARIO communicated 
with Attorney Conrad Lynn, attorney of several of the Nationalist 
leaders tried and convicted in the federal court of this city. 
Lynn confirmed the reports obtained by SEMANARIO in San Juan. 

Lynn said that a few days ago, he received a letter from 
Miss Ruth Reynolds, a young North American supporter of 
Nationalism, in which she reported to him on the health of 
Albizu. Lynn said that Ruth Reynolds told him in her 
communication that ’’Albizu Campos is unable to walk without 
the use of crutches" . 

Albizu still says that he sees hallucinations and that 
he is a victim of the "cosmic rays" which, according to him, 
are directed on him by the American government on the Island in 
its desire to kill him.

Albizu is locked up in a cell where he has the 
conveniences appropriate for a man inhis position who is a 
criminal convicted of a public crime. 

Periodically, he Is visited by doctors who are 
specialists in different branches of the medicine, who subject 
him to a prolonged analysis and medical examinations, with 
the intention of preserving his health. 

Albizu protects himself from the alleged "cosmic 
rays" by wrapping his lower extremities in wet towels.

Nationalists who were killed during the Ponce Massacre, 

The Fonce Massacre was an armed clash between Nationa- 
lists and Insular Police, which took place ®n March 21, 
1937, at Ponce, Puerto Rico, in which a total of 19 
persons were killed and 100 injured. 

Source stated he had been unable to determine what method 
OJEDA intended to use to send the floral wreath to Ponce, but had 
been informed that OJEDA would not go to ponce herself, as she 
did not want to jeopardize the current status of the appeal of 
her convictions (it being' noted that OJEDA is currently free on 
$5,000 bond, pending appeal of her seven- to ten- year sentence 
for violation of the Commonwealth subversive activities law). 

Source advised further that he had no information in- 
dicating that the NPPR might hold a public celebration at Ponce 
this year.

OR March 29, 1956 Lt. ASTOL CALERO and Sgt 

advised me that PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS was seriously ill. Both of these 
men agreed to notify our office in the event of any further developments* 

Capt* GERARDO DELGADO, Acting Warden of the State Penitentiary, Rib 
Piedras, advised SA Jones on March 29, 1956 that ALBIZU was not feeling 
well on March 27 and on March 28th ALBIZU had a vomiting spell* Doctors 
who examined ALBIZU on March 28th concluded that he suffered from 
cerebral arteriosclerosis. On March 29th it was noted that the right 
side of ALBIZU'S body was affected and it appeared that he had suffered 
a slight brain heanorhage. According to DELGADO, arrangements have 
been made to give ALBIZU an electrocardiogram, DELGADO commented that 
on the morning of March 29th it was noted that ALBIZU was unable to 
recognize anyone and that he was semi-conscious. 

During the conversation with DELGADO, he stated that he had recommended 
to the Secretary of the Justice Department that ALBIZU be moved to a 
District Hospital, 

On the afternoon of March 29th Lt, Calero advised S A JONES that the 
Secretary of Justice had authorized the removal of ALBIZU to a hospital, 
but the time of removal and identity of the hospital was not specified, 
CALERO pointed out that he would send more than one BIS Agent to what- 
ever hospital was selected and these men would remain with ALBIZU at 
all times. 

It was learned from DELGADO that ALBIZU* S sister(MARIA) had been notified 
of the condition of her brother. No news source has been advised of 
ALBIZU*S condition, but all of the other prisoners are aware of this 
^.Condition of ALBIZU and it is only a matter of time until the news leaks 
out.

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departed his printing shop located on Madison Ave. near 
109th St. As CARCEL was returning to his printing shop he 
approached the Bureau car In which the surveillance was 
being conducted, and it was deemed advisable by the 
surveilling agents to seize; the initiative and interview 
CARCEL. 


CARCEL stated that he had no reason to fear 
discussing the NPPR with Agents of the FBI and talked freely 
in answering questions put to him. CARCEL refused, however, 
to enter the Bureau car for this interview. 

CARCEL advised that he and LYDIA COLLAZO had been 
arrested by the NYpPD on 2/22/56, on a charge of disorderly 
conduct for picketing at the UN B&llding, NYC. CARCEL stated 
that this was an illegal arrest inasmuch as the NYCPD had no 
jurisdiction in this matter. CARCEL stated that 
he had written the pamphlet which he ^Aistrlba.ted^at the 
UN and had also printed the pamphlet. CARCEL and LYDIA 
COLLAZO planned the picketing of the UN In order to bring the 
demands of the Puerto Rican people to the attention of the UN. 
CARCEL stated that he had asked others to participate in the 
picketing, but they had refused to do so. According to CARCEL, 
it had been LYDIA COLLAZO'S idea to picket on 2/22/56, Inasmuch 
as the colonization question was to be discussed by the UN 
on that date . 


CARCEL advised that there are a few active members 
of the NPPR at this time. He stated that the NPPR is now

CARCEL state# he did not consider himself a leader of 

the NPPR. According to CARCEL, %he NPPR will again become 
organized in the future. Hf -..spread that this may occur 
when the NPPR leaders are released from jail or it may 
talce five, ten or fifty years. 

The NPPR at this time has no money with which to 
conduct its activities, according to CARCKL, He stated 
that collections may be planned to secure money to aid the 
families of the incarcerated leaders at some future date. 
CARCEL stated that there are no meetings or social affairs 
being held by the NPPR to raise funds. CARCEL stated 
that he has not attended an NPPR meeting during the last 
two years. 


CARCEL stated that he doea not believe in violence 
and added that the NPPR leadership including PEDRO ALBIZU 
CAMPOS had never ordered violence. He stated that 
individual members have taken it upon themselves to commit 
some acts of violence in order to bring their demands to the 
attention of the American people. CARCEL stated that 
violence had been forced upon the NPPR. Th is w as done when 
former Governor of Puerto Rico, BLANTON WIH3HIP, ordered his 
police in Puerto Rico to destroy the NPPR Movement with 
whatever force was necessary. CARCEL stated that when force was 
used against the NPPR, the NPPR itself was compelled to use 
force. This was demonstrated by revolution in Puerto 
Rico in October of 1950, and the attempted assaaination 
of former President Truman, and the shooting in 
the House of Representatives on 3/l/5^* 

CARCEL stated that the US Government was maintaining 
control in Puerto Rico illegally. According to CARCEL, the 
majority of Puerto Rican people desire independence in Puerto 
Rico, but Gov. MUNOZ MARIN has twisted the facts to make it 
appear that they do not want independence. CARCEL stated that 
he determined these facts from reading articles in the 
various Spanish language newspapers. CARCEL also stated that 
if the American people were aware of all the facts concerning 
the problems of the Puerto Rican people, 9036 would be in favor 
of independence for Puerto Rico. CARCEL stated that is it 
necessary to bring all the facts before the American people 
through propaganda.

CARCEL stated that the NPPR had organized "Boy 
Scouts" in order to revive Nationalism among the Puerto 
Rican people. These "Boy Scouts" were being trained in 
order that they might fight for independence upon reaching 
manhood . CARCEL stated that these "Boy Scouts" were taught 
to march and were also taught to shoot although they used 
wooden guns. 

According to CARCEL, a gross injustice was done 
to PEDRO ALBIZTJ CAMPOS when he was named "Public Criminal 
No. I" by the government in Puerto Rico. CAMPOS requested 
that this title be changed inasmuch as he was not a 
criminal. The government refused to do so even though the 
activities of CAMPOS were entirely political. 

CARCEL stated that no nation in history was ever 
granted one of its colonies independence without being forced 
to through some sort of violence or war. CARCEL cited the 
American revolution which was led by GEORGE WASHINGTON. CARCEL 
stated that it was necessary to fight in order to gain 
independence . 

He also stated that, although he is against violence, 
he would take up arms in order to gain independence for 
Puerto Rico. 

CARCEL stated that all public officials could be 
termed as "targets" and in particular cited the President 
of the US, in view of his position as Commander and Chief 
of the Armed Forces. 

CARCEL stated that he has been in the US years. 

During these 40 years he has visited Puerto Rico <on/oecaaion8, the 
last visit being in 1928. He added that in the event Puerto 
Rico obtains its independence he would probably continue to 
reBide in the US. He stated that his four children are 
Americans. His children do not saction his activity in 
connection with the NPPR, and he added that he had not 
interferred when his sons joined the Army and Navy.

BELIEVE STJHtSME COURT DECISION WILL ANNUL GAG LAW 


In order to determine if Law 53* known as the GAG LAW, which'was 
approved several years ago by the Legislative Assembly has, or has not, 
been annuled by virtue of the decision handed down on Monday by the Supreme 
Court of the United States, the Department of Justice is going to make a 
complete study of the situation. This statement was made to EL IMPAROIAL 
by Sepretary of Justice JOSE TRIAS KONGE, Other official sources believe 
that the GAG LAW will be annuled by this decision. 


Attorney:TRIAS MON GE made these statements when he was informed 
by EL IMPAROIAL that the Supreme Court of the United States had just de- 
cided through majority vote that the States of the United States have not 
had the power to approve anti-subversive laws since 1940 when the Congress 
of the United States approved the Smith Act which prohibits and punishes 
subversive activities. 

The Puerto Rican GAG LAW was oopied and translated from one of 
the American state laws, and approved by the Legislative Assembly at the 
request of Governor MUNOZ MARIN. 


The Supreme Court Deoision 

By a vote of six to three, the Supreme Court of the United States 
decided that anti-subversive laws in 42 states are null and void. STEVE 
NELSON, leader of the Communist Party of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, sen- 
tenced to 20 years in prison and a §10,000 fine, will be released automa- 
tically. However, he remains imprisoned serving a five-year federal 
sentenoe for activities similar to the ones whioh resulted in the sentence 
in the state court. 


The Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the United States, 
EARL WARREN, recently described by Governor MUNOZ MAPS" as ohampaion of - 
dsmocratio rights, wrote the opinion of the Court, which states in part, 
"The conclusion is inescapable that Congress has decided to take charge 
of the field of sedition. The provisions of the Smith Act imply that 
no grounds remain on which the states may have authority in that field, 1 *
